Can Now Have Vote If 
Petition Sponsor likes 



The necessary 25 per cent of 
names appearing on the last 
revised provincial voters' list 
(1037) has been obtained for 
the petition requiring a vote on 
a beverage room in Newmarket, 
The Era learned this week from 
the sponsor. 

About 30 names more than a 
required 730 have been obtained, 
it was stated. 

The sponsor has not made a 
decision whether and when to 
present the petition to the town 
council, which would have no 
alternative but to ask the Liquor 
Control board for a vole. 

The board would set the date 
of the vole, which might or 
might not coincide with the 
municipal election. 

To change the present situation 
the vote would have to be car- 
ried by a three-fifths majority

In urging parents to have their 
children toxoided at the forth- 
coming scarlet fever toxoid 
clinics. Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., 
this week told The Era: . 

"If I am giving a patient 
strychnine as a medicine I refuse 
to tell him what he is taking for 
several reasons. .One : is; that 
when the cat is out of the bag, 
the cure/ has: lost . a certain 
amount of its charm, and another, 
reason is that the patient is like- 
ly to prescribe it for many of his 
friends; and in this way it rnay 
be a means of doing harm. ■■...■ 

"But when it comes to under- 
standing diseases, their preven- 
tion and cure, I believe we 
should educate the public, for 
their own benefit. So. when we 
are faced with a scarlet fever 
epidemic, people are naturally 
interested in protecting their 
young family from such a com- 
municable disease that is sure to 
leave many a mark to be long 
remembered. 

"This is too bad, because we 
need not have this disease if we 
would use the preventive means 
placed free in our hands by the 
provincial department of health. 
Everybody should know that 
toxoiding these children against 
scarlet fever is a sure preventa- 
tive. Everybody should know 
that only about 50 per cent of 
the younger generation is sus- 
ceptible to the disease. Also 
there is a test, called the Schick 
test, that will show all those 
who will take the disease and 
those Who will not, 

"Scarlet fever toxoiding will 
protect a child against the disease 
for five years, or until he is old 
enough that he is not likely to 
take it, and the following ,is of 
particular interest at the present 
time. Dr. Case, one of our most 
enterprising citizens, who has a 
family and has been -doing his 
duty ; : conscientiously, in protect- 
ing them from corhmunicable 
diseases, told me that he toxoided 
one of his youngsters nine years 
ago against scarlet fever by giv- 
ing him the required five doses 
at weekly intervals. He also 
toxoided another with five doses 
seven years ago, and lastly he 
gave a younger one three doses, 
but for some reason the lad did 
not gel doses four and five. 

"After this epidemic of scarlet 
fever got started, the doctor 
thought this a good chance to 
lest the efficiency of the scarlet 
fever toxoiding he had clone. So 
he gave all three childreh the 
Schick test, with the result that 
the two who had received the 
full five doses of the toxoid nine 
and seven years ago were nega- 
tive, while the one done later, 
who did not complete his course 
of treatments, was positive, 
which means that this is the only 
susceptible one iri the doctor's 
family."

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WHAT OTHERS THINK 

PEOPLE ARE ENTITLED 
TO KNOW 
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IT CAN BE DONE 

- Mr. Ilsley's budget is impressive. Two years 
ago Canada was not quite able to raise enough 
money for ordinary peace-time expenditures, 
which were less than §600,000,000. During the 
next fiscal year Mr. llsley proposes to raise 
$1,400,000,000 by taxation, and an additional 
$1,400,000,000 by borrowing. That does not mean 
that Canada will have a deficit of $1,400,000,000, 
for $000,000,000 is being loaned to Britain, and 
:Wili be repaid in due time, 

Mr. flsley is going a long way toward "pay-as- 
you go" war finance. Canada's expenditures 
during the great war were 50 per cent added to 
the national debt; Canada's expenditures for the 
present year will be only about 25 per cent 
charged to posterity, we are told;. - 

This honest attempt to make ends meet should 
win the approval of a majority of Canadians, but 
it should also make evident to us how feeble was 
the attempt of our governments to cope with the 
great depression of the thirties. If we can put 
people to work in war-time, to produce war

The board of education seems to be under the 
impression that by voting themseh'es into com- 
mittee of the whole they resolve the board into 
a secret society.

Is there a si ngle d ebat abte 
subject, on which clergy and lay- 
men alike have lavished the elo- 
quence of tongue and pen, as upon 
that of miracles? I have heard 
speakers, who with infinite care 
and with what they were pleased to 
call "corroborative evidence/-' seek 
to find evidence within natural law 
for the miracles of the Bible. 

Then there were those speakers 
and writers who denied that such 
a thing as a miracle ever did or 
even could happen — that no inter- 
vention of the supernatural has 
ever taken place In our world; 
that the followers of the Naaarene 
INVENTED the miracles to prove 
His divinity, and that every founder 
of a religion has been credited 
with performing miracles but that 
no real proof of any of these could 
be. found by scientist or student. 
T heard one clergyman say that 
there was no proof that Christ, in 
physical Jorni, rose from the grave. 
He said the resurrection simply 
meant a resurrection of the spirit 
In the disciples— a certainty that 
Christ would live on in the here- 
after and that if they would meet 
HIM again they must practise His 
precepts and obey his Injunction to 
"preach the gospel/ - 

IVe often wondered why people 
go to such trouble to convince 
themselves that there are no 
miracles. When, as children, we 
listened to the stories of the 
miracles, they were to us glorified 
fairy tales— and I. for one, at that 
period of my life, was a firm 
believer in good and bad fairies. 
but a3 we grew older, the fairy 
tales assumed their place as 
delightful entertainment, while the 
miracles stood forth as the 
manifestations of the power of a 
great and good personage, who was 
like a glorified father. We never 
doubted that Christ was God or 
that He could perform miracles or 
that He would refuse to hear us 
when we said our simple little 
prayers, any more than He had the 
prayers of those who knew Him 
here on earth. 

To me, one of the enigmas of life 
is why people should seek to under- 
mine the simple faith of our youth. 
It served us well— it bulwarked us 
in time of trouble; it added to our 
joy in time of gladness and seemed 
a sort of stronghold into which we 
could retire to work out our prob- 
lems—all of which, when you think 
of it, was in itself a miracle, for 



we had no proof that we would be 
helped and yet we knew we were. 
Many thousands of men, in the 
last war, would swear that when, 
on one occasion, hope seemed lost, 
a heavenly host fought with 
them — unbelievers say, "piffle — 
nonsense, an overwrought imagina- 
ton/' but no overwrought imagina- 
tion ever turned the tide of battle 
and perhaps to those hard-pressed 
men. the curtain that divides us 
from infinity was lifted for a brief 
second .and they saw what we 
can only imagine. 

Many saw, in the evacuation of 
Dunkirk, not only a new chapter 
of heroism in war annals, but a 
miracle — the answer to the united 
prayers of countless thousands. 
Some people in their ha3te to dis- 
claim belief in miracles, seem to 
strain at a gnat, and swallow a 
camel. 

The ordered universe of which we 
are a part is surely miraculous. 

If the power we call God can 
keep the planets moving in perfect 
order through the immensity of 
space— and we have to believe 
this— and when we cast about in 
our minds and review what a co- 
ordinated effort of thinking power, 
labor and machinery it takes lo 
keep even one railroad system in 
operation— to achieve perfect tim- 
ing and freedom from disaster we 
HAVE to believe in mircales. 

A flower is a miracle— we are 
surrounded by them— and yet it's 
so hard, apparently, to believe in 
them, that some people's faith has 
been wrecked in the effort. 

But stiangely enough, when those 
people reach an impasse— when 
calamity overtakes them— they cry 
out instinctively to the very Power 
they denied— not only that, but they 
expect to be hoard. 

It seems that the greater number 
of us believe In miracles when wo 
WANT to, and deny at aU other 
times that "there are more things 
in heaven and earth than arc 
dreamed of in our philosophy." 
We are looking for a miracle now 
to turn the hosts of evil— hut if the 
miracle happens to meet our need, 
will we continue to believe in the 
miraculous intervention of the 
Divine, or will we, when the need 
is past, fall back into the old way 
of trying to find a perfectly natural 
explanation. 

We might fit least pay the 
Almighty the compliment of believ- 
ing that "man's extremity i. s * God's 
opportunity." and that lie uses it.

Ordinary telephone conversations 
are also transmitted at a certain V 
frequency— one kilocycle. If an- -

Barnyard Selling Will Be 

Out. Agricultural 

Rep. Believes 

FARMS GET BOOST 

Higher prices, better quality 
hogs and more care by the farm- 
er as to whom he sells his hogs 
will result from the Ontario 
government's announcement on 
Monday that it will pay the 
farmer subsidies of $1 per hog 
carcass grading %k A" and 50 cents 
per hog carcass grading *'BI" on 
all hogs slaughtered in approved 
plants. W. M. Cockburn. local 
agricultural representative, told 
The Era this week. 

Since the farmer must produce 
a grading certificate signed by 
the grader and showing the 
number of class A or Bl hogs he 
sells before he can collect his 
subsidy, "he is going to see that 
he gets his grade slip back/' said 
Mr, Cockburn. This will mean 
the elimination of "barnyard 
selling," Mr. Cockburn indicated. 

Mr. Cockburn said that in 
order to qualify for the subsidy* 
a farmer must have his hogs 
identified so that the carcasses 
can be graded and a grading 
certificate be issued in his name. 

All grading certificates and 
applications for subsidy must be 
sent to the department or agri- 
culture at Toronto within CO days 

s arc 

issued. 

Since this subsidy will apply 
on hog carcasses graded in pack- 
ing plants where a dominion 
government hog grader is in 
charge of grading operations, or 
in smaller plants which have 
been approved by the On la rio 
minister of agriculture and for 
which a certificate of approval 
has been granted, the farmer is 
cautioned to make sure that the 
purchasing plant has government 
recognition. 

Mr. Cockburn said that the 
quality of hogs raised in Ontario 
has been improved, "but not as 
much as it will be when farmers 
get this new subsidy on quality." 
One of the big troubles has been 
that "some fellows arc shipping 
their hogs a little heavy or over- 
finished," he added. 

"The bonus is only p;iid on 
rail-graded hogs," continued Mr. 
Cockburn. Small butcher estab- 
lishments could grade their own 
hogs by getting government 
approval for such, he said.

Jack Benny, cele- 
brated his tenth anniversary on the 
air, Thla gala event was sponsored 
by none other than his arch enemy 
of the airwaves, Fred Allen. Var- 
iety Magazine devoted 23 pages In 
the April 13 issue paying homage 
to America's favorite son of stage, 
screen and radio. 

$3,478,492 Is the amount that spon- 
sors have paid for time to bring 
this progiam to you. However, 
this amount does not include the 

talent. 

When Mr. Benny started out in 
radio he received the sum of $1,500 
per broadcast, from which he paid 
his stooges, orchestra and gag men. 
Today, ten years -later, his sponsors 
shell out the grand sum of $17,500 
per show and Jack stlil pays off 
his supporting cast and writers. 

The Lyons Brothers, Mr. Benny's 
agents, have done business for ten 
years and never had a contract and 
never had a fight. They just get 
along. This is probably the only 
known case in existence where 
actor and manager didn't have it 
In black and white and didn't 
resort to boxing gloves. Real dem- 
ocracy, we ca!(3 it..-.. 

Jack started in the entertainment 
world as an usher in Waukcgan, 
111. in 1910. During the world war 
he served with the U. S. marines 
and about the same time he fiddled 
around with an orchestra. For the 
next ten years . no one - cared or 
knew where he Was; but in l$2l he 
blossomed out and received, his 
first big write-up. In .Variety, and 
from there on his career wa3 in 
hjgh gear. He progressed steadily 
from vaudeville to' Broadway 
musicals, films and finally radio. . 

1 His first flicker was a box office 
flop entitled "Hollywood Revue of 
1929," This wuh followed by

TOWN GETS SMALL 
GROWING INDUSTRY 

An industry at present em- 
ploying 14 persons will likely 
move at an early date into the 
building vacated by the Dorland- 
Bender Casket Co., Deputy- 
Reeve Joseph Vale, chairman of 
the industrial committee, told 
the town council on Monday 
evening. 

Negotiations arc at present 
under way to lease the building 
to Quintan's, Toronto, manufac- 
turing hassocks, for a five-year 
period at $300 a year rent with 
the option to purchase it for 
$3,000, he said. • ' 

Mr. Vale said that the company 
began operations last autumn 
with only Mr. and Mrs, Quintan 

working and since that time "has 

had phenomenal growth," 

'Tm impressed that they are 
people who are going to make a 
success of their undertakings," 
Reeve Fred A. Lundy said. "They 
have the equipment and they 
showed us the orders they have 
booked ahead. I feel we have 
made a good bargain." 

Deputy-Reeve Vale said that 
the town had spent $2,000 ten 
years ago to turn the building 
into an apartment block for 
families on relief. 

'Then wc had an opportunity 
of leasing it to Dorland-Bender," 
he said. "We leased it to them 
for $50 a year with the option to 
purchase the building and the 
land behind it for $500. Mr. 
Dorland put in additions and a 
heating plant. He said that these 
improvements cost $8,800." 

Mr. Vale said that the Dor- 
land-Bender Co. had agreed to 
relinquish their lease on the 
building for the $2,000 which the 
town had agreed to pay. 

"Wc feel that we have made 
the best bargain possible in the 
circumstances," said Mr. Vale. 
"It may go against the grain for 
some to pay Dorland-Bender, 
who are going away. $2,000, but 
the opinion of the industrial 
committee is that it is worth 
$2,000 to us."
